An army of Triffids breaks in, 
slaughtering, but Masen rescues Christine and Susan 
and they head for the Spanish naval base at Alicante 
while, at the lighthouse, Goodwin fights off a Trif-

Every test proves 
negative. Masen and his charges stop at the Spanish 
farmhouse of blinded Luis de la Vega and his lovely 
wife, Teresa. Christine delivers the woman’s baby 
as Masen, using a gasoline-truck hose as a flame 
thrower, fights off another Triffid host. Discovering 
it is sound that attracts the monsters, he drives off 
in a circus van with the music playing, leading a 
grisly parade of the killers, and permitting Christine, 
Susan, and the Spaniards to escape in another car. 
In the lighthouse, as the Goodwins sleep, their 
"dead" Triffid comes back to life and begins to 
climb the steps in search of them. Wakened by Ka- 
ren’s scream, Tom turns the fire hose on the invader 

— and sees it dissolve before his eyes. He has found

What? You forgot the surfboards? 
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On November 23, 1887, a child was born m the 
perennial fog of London, England. The tiny boy 
was named Charles Edward and his family name was, 
Pratt. Charles Edward Pratt grew up in London 
j town, and neither he or his family and friends had 
any idea that the gentle, well-brea youngster would 
ever become a symbol of horror and madness to a 
generation of theatre goers. 

The young roan attended Uppingham Kings Col- 
lege and became interested in the theatre. It wasn’t 
until he was in his late twenties chat Charles £. Pratt, 
later to be known as Boris Karloff, came to Amer- 
ica, and thousands of horror movie fans will agree 
that England’s loss was America’s gain. 

' His first picture in America was for Columbia and 

was titled, "The Criminal Code”, in which he played 
a gangster bit part. That same year, 1931, he made 
“Five Star Final”, for First National (later Warner 
Bros.). This was also a small gangster role. Learning 
that, at Universal, the role of the monster in “Frank- 
enstein” had been refused by Bela Lugosi, who 
would play no role in which he was unable to use 
his distinguished voice, Karloff, willing to take any- 
thing at the time, accepted the part. 

The film was a monstrous success, for him as well 
as the producers. It was the beginning of a career 
that was to label him one of the greatest horror 
actors in the history of show business. Strangely 
enough the name of the actor portraying the Frank- 
enstein monster was omitted in all the advertising 
and billboards and a question mark put in its place. 
It wasn’t until later that the actor was given recogni- 
tion foe his classic role. 

In 1932, Karloff played the role of the sinister 
butler in Universal’s, "The Old Dark House”, as 
well as the title role, in "The Mummy”. The latter 
film clearly established the English Thespian as one 
of the greatest masters of the eerie and macabre. 
Also in 1932, he made an appearance at M.G.M. 
as the evil, Mongolian wizard in, “Mask of Fu-Man- 
Chu”. 

Skipping a year, he returned to Universal in 1934 
and co-starred with another great of the horror films, 
Bela Lugosi, in Edgar Allen Poe’s, “The Black Cat”, 
(which, because of a later film with the same title, 
is now known as “The Vanishing Body”). In 1935 
Karloff again appeared opposite Lugosi in another 
Poe thriller, “The Raven”, which borrowed portions 
of the plot of Poe’s “Pit and the Pendulum”. That 
same year Karloff returned to the monster that had 
given him his first break when he played the role 
again in “Bride of Frankenstein”. 

The next year, 1936, Karloff and Lugosi teamed 
up again in, “The Invisible Ray” for Universal. His 
next picture, in 1937, when Universal had just be- 
come the New Universal, was "Night Key”, in which 
^ he played the role of a brilliant scientist. Then, in 
I 1938, Universal made the longest and most expensive 

' of the Frankenstein series, "The Son of Franken- 

I stein”, which starred Basil Rathbone as the Son of Dr, 

Frankenstein, Lugosi as a new character, Ygor, a- 
mad shepherd with a broken neck, and Lionel Atwill 
as Inspector Krough, a police inspector with a wood- 
en arm. Naturally, Karloff played the monster. This 
time his makeup was superb. He wore a sheepskin 
vest over his usual outfit and was voiceless, soulless 
and brutal*

1939 found Karloff playing -die part of die exe^ 
cutioner in Universal’s^ "’Tower of London”, again 
co-starring with Rathbone. For this role, Jack Pierce, 
the master make-up artist, shaved Karloff’s head 
completely and gave him a club foot. Karloff again 
played with Lugosi in "Black Friday”, a sort of 
"Jekyll and Hyde” with a new twist, filmed in 1940. 

During those years with Universal he also acted in 
many pictures for other companies such as, "The 
Black Room” for Columbia, in 1935, and as the 
maniacal opera star in, "Charlie-Chan at the Opera”. 
In that same year, 1936, he went over to First Na- 
tional (now Warner Bros.), where he emoted in 
"The Walking Dead”. Later, in 1938, he went back 
to Warner Bros, for a single, "Invisible Menace”, 

Actually, he was under contract to Columbia when 
he made, "Black Friday” for Universal, because his 
first picture under the Columbia contract was, "The 
Man They Could Not Hang” in 1939. However, 
he was released to Monogram, a small company, 
where he created another character in 1938 which 
was to become a series. He played the role of Mr. 
Wong, the Chinese detective. 'Ilie first of the series 
was "Mr. Wong, Detective” in 1938, followed the 
next year by, "Mr. Wong in Chinatown” and "Mys- 
tery of Mr. Wong”. In 1940 Karloff did the last 
two in the series, "Doomed to Die” and "The Fatal 
Hour”, after which he made a single for Monogram 
before leaving the studio, "The Ape”. 

Warners then gave him a lead in two more films 
in 1S>40, the roles of a famous Nazi spy in "British 
Intelligence”, and a condemned prisoner in "Devil’s 
Island”. 

Before returning to Columbia to fulfill his con- 
tract, he tried a comedy role in a Kay Kyser pro- 
duction for R.K.O., "You’ll Find Out”, in which 
he co-starred with Lugosi and Peter Lorre. 

Returning to Columbia in 1940, he did "The Man 
with Nine Lives” and "The Man They Could Not 
Hang”, in both films he played a deranged scientist. 
Continuing with Columbia, in 1941 he made, "The 
Devil Commands”, (the same sort of role), and an- 
other comedy, "The Boogie Man Will Get You”. 

In 1944 he returned to Universal for two big ones. 
The first was "The Climax”, in which he co-starred 
with Stisanah Foster (known as the "Magic Voice”), 
and Turhan Bey. The second film he did for Univer- 
sal that year was the biggest of them all, "The House 
of Frankenstein”, in which he co-starred with many 
old friends, including Lon Chaney, John Carradine, 
J. Carrol Naish, Lionel Atwill, and George Zucco.

He then signed up with R.K.O., and made "Isle 
of the Dead", in which he played a Greek General, 
who is trapped with many others on a burial is- 
land during a plague. In that same year, 1945, he 
played opposite Lugosi in Robert Louis Stevenson’s, 
"The Body Snatcher”. In 1946 he made "Bedlam" 
for R.K.O.. The following year Karloff ended his 
term with R.K.O. when he pl^ed a supporting role 
with Danny Kaye in, "The oecret Lire of Walter 
Mitty". He also played a supporting role with Lu- 
cille Ball and George Sanders as a deranged actor 
in, "Lured" for United Artists. 

In 1948 he played the role of an Indian chief in 
Cecil B. DeMilles, "Unconquered" for Paramount, 
which starred Gary Cooper and Paulette Goddard. 
This was his second Technicolor picture. The first 
was "The Climax”. 

In 1949 he returned to Universal, where he play- 
ed the part of Swami Talpur, a phony fortune teller 
from Brooklyn in, "Abbott and Costello Meet The 
Killer". Boris Karloff’s acting career has not been 
limited to America’s screens. In the thirties he made 
two horror pictures in England. "Juggernaut" and, 
"The Man Who Lived Again". Both of these were 
mad doctor roles. He ha^ recently made a British 


horror film, "The Haunted Strangler", which is 
still playing English theatres. 

Not many of Mr. Karloff’s fans know that he 
made a serial before playing in the original "Frank- 
enstein" in 1931. It was called, "King of the Wild", 
for Mascot Pictures. In 1953, he played with Bud 
and Lou again in the title role of "Abbot and Cos- 
tello Meet Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” for Universal. 
Prior to that. Universal starred him in two more 
horror films, "'The Strange Door” in 1951 with 
Charles Laughton and "The Black Cajstle" in 1952 
with Lon Chaney. 

Some of Karloff's most recent pictures are "Voodoo 
Island" for United Artists in 1956 and his latest, 
"Frankenstein-1970", a modern continuation of the 
old series. In another medium of show business, Mr. 
Karloff had a T.V. show titled, "Col. March of 
Scotland Yard" and another which never played on 
T.V. called, "The Veil". 

Currently he is the host and occasional star, of 
one of T.V.'s biggest hour long shows, "Thriller". 
Now at the age of 74 and stiU going strong, the 
gentleman from England, Boris Karloff has become 
a film legend in his own time.

in *'Black Zoo”, Herman Cohen himself, producer 
of "Black Zoo” and such other movie horror classics 
as, "/ Was A Teenage Werewolf^, etc. and last, but 
never least, WE were there! 

Yes, ye Pitots of Mad Monsters and Horror Mons- 
ters, Sanzar Quasatoad and Abernathy Farquad, were 
both there. Raoul Kasatrovich, editor of Werewolves 
and Vampires, was there, too, but remained in his cage 
covered with wet cloths. Raoul cannot stand light 
and his scales dry out if not constantly kept damp. 
We fed the poor chap lady fingers so he’d not feel 
out of things, but we soon ran out of ladies other 
than the pink "bar” varieg^. 

Of course Abernathy and 1, Sanzar, wore masks 
to make us look human, and we sprayed frequently 
with sundry perfumes so that the beast odor would 
not be obvious. 

Flash-light bulbs glared in momentan^ hideous- 
ness, the tiger snarled, Raoul twitched his serpen- 
tine length as Monsters of all sizes competed for 
prizes, the contest judged by none than Herman 
Cohen himself, the Maestro of Monsterism. 

The prizes were given out and we fed some small 
children to the tiger and Raoul and danced in ghost- 
ly glee, our contorted shadows forming frightful 
ghoul patterns <jn the woven walls. 

Then softly snarling and satiated we crept forth 
into the dusk-dark of ^th Street and, mingling with 
die humans, gradually merged into the purple sha- 
dows of the twilight zone of heinous nothingness.

In 15th Century Paris, it is the Feast of Fools, 
boisterous students interrupt the performance of Pier- 
re Gringoire’s (Robert Hirsch) play, "The Quest for 
Beauty.” Having ruined the penormance, they rush 
out to join the festivities in the Cathedral square, 
where Esmeralda (Gina Lollobrigida) is dancing for 
the throng. 

Claude- Frollo (Alain Cuny), an alchemist and 
Archdeacon of Notre Dame, angrily tries to clear 
the noisy mob from the square, claiming the wild, 
licentious merry-makers disturb his work. When the 
crowd jeers at Frollo his servant Quasimodo (An- 
thony Quinn), the hunchbacked bell riager of the 
cath^ral, comes to his master’s rescue and disrupts 
the mob. 

The populace proceeds with the selection of the 
King of Fools, a title awarded the ugliest man in 
Paris. Esmeralda, spying the malformed Quasimodo 



in the crowd, laughingly hails him as the Fools' King. 

Later, Frollo comes upon the celdirants, with die 
crowned and garlanded hunchback carried high on 
a throne at their head. Frollo, furious with the people 
for ridiculing his servant’s hideousness, orders him 
to return to the cathedral. 

Walking back to Notre Dame, Frollo and Quasi- 
modo see Esmeralda accompainied by her pet goat, 
Djali. Frollo, drawn by the gypsy’s lush beau^, 
orders his servant to abduct her. Quasimodo is un- 
willing but finally heaves the struggling gypsy to 
his shoulder and makes off with her. But a squadron 
of soldiers, headed by Captain Phoebus (Jean Danet) 
rescues the girl. Phoebus, also enchanted by the girl, 
offers his protection, and lures her to a disreputable 
inn while his soldiers incarcerate Quasimodo. The 
gypsy is fascinated by the dashing soldier, but reali- 
zing his intentions, runs away.

Depressed by his pl&y’s failure, Gringoire wan- 
ders the dark streets. Accidentally he stumbles into 
a vast walled square. This is the Court of Miracles, 
a den inhabited by the beggars and thieves of the 
city who rule the area as their own domain. When 
the poet is discovered be is seized and condemned 
to death as an interloper. But Esmeralda, piling 
the poet, invokes a law of the Court and marries 
Gringoire, thus saving him from the gallows. 
Their marriage however, she informs Gringoire, will 
be platonic. 

The next day Quasimodo is fettered and led to 
the square to be punished. The crowd viciously 
derides the hunchback as the King’s executioner 
lashes the monstrous wretch. Qqasimodo pleads for 
water but none will give him a drink until Esmeralda, 


moved to pity, mounts the pedestal with a pitcher 
for him. 

Later in the day Esmeralda again encounters Phoe- 
bus. Unaware of the captain’s approaching wedding 
to the aristocratic Fleur de Lys (Danielle Dumont), 
Esmeralda agrees to meet him that night at the inn. 

In the evening Frollo wanders the streets, tormented 
by visions of Esmeralda’s beauty. Passing the inn he 
peers through a window and sees the gypsy girl in 
Phoebus’ arms. Mad with jealousy the alchemist 
climbs to the window and stabs Phoebus in the back. 
Esmeralda is arrested for attempted murder as Phoe- 
bus is unconscious and unable to exonerate her. Un- 
der torture the girl is forced to confess the crime 
and is sentenced to death for murder and witchcraft.
